They 
are sure to re-open old sores and revive the Panjdeh question. 
The chances are that the Conservative Ministry will be short- 
lived and will be obliged to vacate office even before the next 
general election. Iu the face of a scarcity of competent men 


in his party, Lord Salisbury was not well advised in undertak- 
ing the task of forming a Ministry. |

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The result is that natives in general have become quite 
effeminate, and the warlike classes, having no military 
careers open to them, have taken to agriculture as a means 
of earning their livelihood. An idea of the cowardice of the 
people may be formed frotn the circumstance that a whole 
village trembles through fear when a gun is fired in the 
neighbourhood by a Keropean. European soldiers, being 
unable to find game, often shoot peasants just to amuse 
themselves. If the peasantry had arms, soldiers would think 
twice before attacking them. European soldiers will not 
mend their ways until some of them are made examples of 
by courts of justice, or natives take the law in their own 
hands, The most obvious proof of the change brought about 
by disarmament in the habits of the people is that sufficient 
recruits have not lately been forthcoming for the Native 
Army. The exclusion of natives from the higher ranks of the 
military service prevents persons of good family from enter- 
ing the army. Natives cannot rise beyond the rank of Subadar 
or Risildar, and native officers, who have grown grey. in. 
the service of Government, have to serve under young 
European Lieutenants! Natives bear the brunt of battles, 
while their European superior officers are rewarded, Native 
officers, who rendered conspicuous service during the late 
Kabul war, were dismissed with titles of Khän Babädur and 
Sardar Bahädur, while European officers were made Baronets, 
received the Victoria Cross, and also got promotion. It isa 
matter of satisfaction that the spontaneous oatburst of enthu- 
siasm throughout the length and breadth of this country during 
the late Central Asian crisis has to a large degree removed the 
doubt that still lurked in the minds of Anglo-Indiens as 
to the loyalty of; natives. Hence there is reason to think 
that the privileges, which have hitherto 

natives, will be conceded to them. It appeurs from Anglo- 
Indian newspapers that the question of admitting natives 
to the higher ranks of the military service; is at present 


engaging the attention of the t of. 
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Shaftq is of opinion that military schools and factories for the 
manufacture of arms and ammunition should be established 
in this country, and that the Examination for the selection of 
commissioned officers should be also held here. No half. 
hearted measure would do. The mere elevation of a handful 
of persons of high birth to offices of trust and responsibility 
in the army would still more open the mouth of complaint.
